Allowable Subject Matter 
1. Claims 6-1 1 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: US 6,298,446 by Schreiber et al 5 teaches about a method for copyright protection in 
which an identifier was inserted in a client HTTP request in order to support an authentication 
scheme (Col 16, lines 1-25). Schreiber invention failed to disclose the method of a server storing 
hypertext, which contained access permission information, which is removed prior to the 
hypertext being sent to an authorized client (Page 10, lines 1-25 of specification).
